By Little Falls Business College to 
Make Students Attend Sessions 
Regularly 


Little Falls T ranscript: — 
From indications, the young people 
enrolled at the Little Falls business 
college will attend very 
regularly 
during the present year. 


It is the intention of the school to 
have all students attend as regular­ 
ly as if employed by a business firm. 
A student who is frequently absent or 
tardy makes an undesirable employe 
and the Little Falls Business college 
aims to turn out graduates who will 
he on time. 
Yesterday m orning Mr. Millard ex­ 
plained to th e students w hat is known 
:ts the “ fine system ” which has been 
in use for a num ber of years at one of 
the best and largest business schools 
in the northw est. The purpose of the 
“ fine system ” is to prevent unnec­ 
essary cases of absence and tardiness. 
lf a student is tardy, lie must pay a 
fine of ten cents before he will he ad- 
! nutted to classes; if he is absent, he 
is fined at th e rate of 25 cent a half 
day. 
In the event that a case of ab ­ 
sence or tardiness is unavoidable the 
student must give a good 
reason.

By Little Falls Business College to 
Make Students Attend Sessions 
Regularly 


Little Falls T ranscript: — 
From indications, the young people 
enrolled at the L ittle Falls business 
college will atten d very 
regularly 
during the present year. 


It is the intention of the school to 
have all students attend as regular­ 
ly as if employed by a business firm. 
A student who is frequently absent or 
tardy makes an undesirable employe 
and the Little Falls Business college 
aims to turn out graduates who will 
he on time. 
Yesterday m orning Mr. Millard ex­ 
plained to the students w hat is known 
as the "fine system ” which has been 
in us<* for a num ber of years at one of 
tho best and largest business schools 
in the northw est. The purpose of the 
“ fine system " is to prevent unnec­ 
essary cases of absence and tardiness. 
lf a student is tardy, he m ust pay a 
fine of ten cents before he will he ad­ 
mitted to classes; if he is absent, he 
is fined at the rate of 2.7 cent a half 
day. 
In the event th a t a case of ab­ 
sence or tardiness is unavoidable the 
student m ust give a good 
reason. 
Such 
instances, 
however, 
m ust he 
few and far between. 
If a student 
finds it necessary to be absent and 
explains in advance, he may be ex­ 
cused by Mr. Millard. 
In many of 
the large 
business 
houses employes are “ docked" if ta r­ 
dy or absent. 
Mr. Millard told the 
students of one case where the doors 
are locked at three m inutes after the 
opening hour and tardy employes are 
obliged to lose a half day. 
One of 
the large departm ent stores of the 
Twin Cities fines its employes ten 
cents for each case of tardiness. 
After Mr. Millard finished his (alk, 
the m atter was put to a vote of the 
students and the result was th a t the 
“ ane system " was almost unanim ous­ 
ly adopted, same to take effect Mon­ 
day morning. 
Mr. 
M illard 
states 
that it is not his intention to make it 
hard for those w orking for board and 
room; th at such people are usually 
good students and very prom pt in a t­ 
tendance. 
These fines are not chargeable to 
the stu d e n ts’ account but m ust be 
cash. 
The money belongs to the stu ­ 
dents proper and may be used as they 
see fit. 
In the case referred to, it is 
used to buy flowers tor sick students 
or loaned to students who may hap­ 
pen to be short of funds.
